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FP aMTz= Fr the many diſaſters, 
abr EIS wherewith it pleaſed Al- 
WARY mighty God to ſuffer the 
{ES} great Enemy of all good 
Sg Actions and his Inltru- 
S ments, to encounter, and 
———k ;nterrupt, to oppreſle and 
keepe weake, this noble Afton for the plan- 
ting of Firginia, with Chriſtian Religion, and 
Engliſh people: It hauing pleaſed him now con- 
trarily of his eſpeciall great grace,ſo to bleſle and 
proſper onr late caretull endeauours, as well for 
the repairing of all former breaches, as for ſup- 
plying of the preſent detefts, wherewith the Co- 
ony was kept downe, that it hath as it were on 
a ſodaine growne to double that height, 
firength, plenty, and proſperity, which it had 
in former times attained, We havethought 
it now the peculiar duety of our place, accor- 
A3 ding 
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dingly as it hath beene alſo ordered bya generall 
Court, to Summon as it were by a kinde of lo- 
ving invitement, the whole Body of rhe Noble 
and other worthy Aduenturors, as well to the 
conſeruing and perfefting of this happy worke, 
asto the reaping of the fruit of their great ex- 
penſesand rtraualles, 

And firſt to remouethat vnworthy aſperſion, 
wherewith ill diſpoſed mindes, guiding their 
Actions by corrupt ends, haue both by Letters 
from thence, and by rumours here at home, 
ſought yniuſtly to ſtaineand blemilh char Coun« 
trey, as being barren and vnprofitable, Wee 
haue thought it neceſſiry for the tull (atistaRti> 
on of all, to make it publikely knowne , that 
by diligent examination wee have aſſuredly 
found, thoſe Letters and Rumours ro have 
beene falſe and malicious; procured by pra- 
Riſe, and ſuborned to euill purpoſes : And con« 
trarily diſaduowed by the teſtimony vpon 
Oath of the chicfte Inhabitants of all the Co» 
lony ; by whom we are aſcertained, that the 
Countrey is rich, ſpacious, and well watered; 
temperate as for the Climate; very healthfull 
after men are alittle accuſtomed toit z aboun- 
ding with all Gods naturall bleſſings: The 
Land repleniſhed with the goodlieſt Woods 
in the world, and thoſe full of Deere, and other 
Beaſts for ſuſtenance > The Seas and Rivers 

whercof 
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(whereof many are exceeding faire and nauiga« 
ble,) full of excellent Fiſh, and of all forts de 
ſireable;both Water and Land yeelding Fowle 
in very great tore and variety : In Summe, a 
Countrey, too good for ill people; and wee 
hope reſerued by the prouidence of God, for 
ſuch as ſhall apply chemſelues faithfully co his 
ſervice, and be a ſtrength and honour to our 
King and Nation. But touching thoſe Com- 
ati for which-that Countrey is proper, 
and which haue beene lately ſet vp for the Ad- 
uenturors benefit : we referre you to a true note 
of them, lately delivered in a great and gene- 
rall Court,and hereunto annexed for your bet- 
ter information. By which and other appro- 
ued informations brought vato vs, Weerelt in 

reat aſſurance, that this Countrey, as it is ſea- 
ted ncere the midſt of the world, betweene. the 
extreamities of heate and cold z So it alſo par- 
ticipateth of the benefits of bothe, and is capa- 
ble (being affiſted with (kill and induftry ) of 
the richeſt commodities of moſt parts of the 
Earth. The rich Furres, Cauiary, and Cor- 
dage, which we draw from Rafe with ſo great 
dithculty,areto be had in Yirginia,and the parts 
adioyning, with eaſe and plenty. The Maſts, 
Planckes, and Boords, the Pitch and Tarre,the 
Pot-aſhes and Sope-aſhes, the Hempe and 
Flax, (being the materials of Linnen, ) which 
A 4 now, 
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now we fetch from Norway, Denmarke, Poland; 
and Germayy, are there to be had in abundance 
and great perfe&tion, The Iron, which hath ſo 
waſted our Engliſh Woods, thar it (elfe in ſhort 
time muſt decay together wich them, is to be 
had in Yirginia (where waſting of Woods is a 
benefic) for all good conditions anſwerable to 
the beſt in the world. The Wines, Fruite, and 
Salt of France and Spaine ; The Silkes of Perſia 
and 1talie, will be found alſo in Yirgivia, and in 
no kinde of worth inferior. Wee omit here a 
multitude of other naturall Commodities, dif- 
peirſed vp and downe the divers parts of the 
world : of Woods,Rootes, and Berries, for ex- 
cellent Dyes: Of Plants and other Drugges, 
for Phyſicall ſeruice: Of ſweet Woods,Oyles, 
and Gummes, for pleaſure and other vie : Of 
Cotten-wooll, and Sugar-Canes,all which may 
there alſo be had in abundance, with an infinity 
of other more: And will conclude with theſe 
three, Corne, Cattle, and Fiſh, which are the 
ſubſtance of the foode of man. The Graines of 
our Countrey doe proſper there very well: Of 
Wheate they have great plenty:But their Meze, 
being the naturall Graine of that Countrey, 
doth farre exceedein pleaſantneſſe, ſtrength and 
fertility. The Cattle which we haue tranſpor- 
ted thither, (being now growne neere to five 


hundred,) become much bigger of Body, on 
the 
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the breed from which they came : The Horſes 
alſo mare beautitull, and fuller of courage. And 
ſuch is the extraordinary fertility of thar Soyle, 
that the Does of their Deere yeelderwo Fawnes 
ata birth, and ſomerimes three, The Filhings 
at Cape Codd, being within thoſe Limits, will 
in plenty of Fiſh be<quall ro thoſe of Newf/ound 
Zand, and in goodneile and greatnefſe much 
ſoperiour. - To conclude, ir-is a Countrey, 
which nothing bur ignorance can thinke ill of, 
and which:no man but of a corrupt mindeand 
ill purpoſe candefame. 

Now touching the preſenteſtate of our Co- 
lony in that Country , Wee haue thought it 
not-vnfit thus much briefly to declare, There 
haue beeneſent thirher this laſt yeare, and are 
now preſently in going, twelue hundred per- 
| fons and vpward, as particularly appeareth in 

the note yo ſpecified: and there are neere 
one thouſand more remaining of- thoſe that 
were gone before, The men Jately ſent, hauec 
beene moſt of them choiſe men,borneand bred 
vp to labour and induſtry. Our of Dexonſhire, 
ut-an hundred men, brought vp to Huſ- 
bandry. Out of 1arwickſhire and Staffordſbire, 
aboue one hungredand ten; and out of Su//ex 
about forty;all tramed to 1rop-workes: the reft 
iſperſedly out of Jivers Shires of the Realmes - 
There haue beene alſo ſundry perſons of good - 
B quality, 
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quality, much commended for ſufficiency, ins 
duſtry and honeſty, prouided and ſent to take 
charge and gouernment of thoſe people. The 
care likewile that hath beene taken by dire&ti- 
ons, Inftrutions, Charters, and Commiſhons 
to reduce the people and affaires in Yirginia ine 
to a regular courſe, hath beene ſuch and fo 
great, that the Colony beginneth now to haue 
the face and faſhion of an orderly State, and 
ſuch as is likely to grow and proſper. The peo 
ple are all divided into ſcuerall Burroughs; 
each man hauing the ſhares of Land due to him 
ſer out,to hold and enioy to him and his Heires, 
The publique Lands tor the Company here, for 
the Gouernor there, for the College, and for 
each particular Burrough, for the Miniſters al- 
ſo, and for diuers other neceflary Officers, are 
likewiſe laid out by order, and bounded. The 
particular Plantations for diuers priuate Socics 
ties, are ſctled in their Seates, being alotted to 
their content, and each in conuenient diſtance. 
The rigourof Martiall Law, wherewith before 
they were gouerned, is reduced within the li- 
mits preſcribed by his Maiefty : and the lauda- 
ble forme of Iuſtice and government vſed in this 
Realme, eſtabliſhed, and follayyed as neere as 
maybe. The Governour is ſo reſtrained to a 
Council ioyned with him, that hee can doe 
wrong tono man, who may not haue ſpeedy 
remedy. 
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remedy. Each Burrough, and each particular 
Plantation,partly hath,partly is bound to haue 
in ſhort time, a ſufhcient Miniſter : for whom 
maintenance 1s ordained, to each of two hun- 
dred pounds a yeere value. Which orderly pro- 
ceeding there, by direFion from hence, bath 
cauſed the Colony now art lengrh to ſettle them- 
ſelues in a firme reſolution te perperuate the 
Plantation. They fall to building of Houſes, 
each for lis owne private; and the Generalitie 
to the reating of publique Gueft houſes, for in- 
tertaining of new men vpon their firſt arriuall. 
They fall ro ſer vp their Ploughes ; to the Plan» 
ting of Yineyards; to the purſting of the Staple 
Commodities furniſhed and commended from 
hence. Jr fummethey are now ſo fall of alacri- 
tie and cheerefulnefle,thatin a late generall Af- 
ſembly, they haue in the name of the Colony 
preſented their greateſt poſſible thankes to the 
Company, for the care that hath beene taken 
for the ſetling of the Plantation. Neither is it 
to be omitted, the care which hath beene had 
here lately at home, for the reducing of all the 
proceedings and affaires of the Company, to an 

orderly courſe of good gouernment and Juſtice. 

Wherein to begin with the fountaine thereof, 

his Maicfties authority and pleaſure, there bath 

beene a Colleion made of all the branches of 


the ſame, diſperſed in his Letters Patents, now 
B 2 three 
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three times renewed : as allo our of other Ins 
ſtruions proceeding from his Maieſtie. Out of 
bothe which, together with ſuch other Orders 
as (authoriſed by his Maieſtie) the Company 
chemſelues have thought neceſſary to make, 
hath bee;e compiled a Booke of ſtanding Or- 
ders and Conſtitutions,approued by the gene- 
rall Conſent of all the Company: whereby both 
the company here,and the Colony in Yirgina, 
haue their bulineſle carried regularly, induftri 
ouſly,and iuſtly, euery man knowing both his 
right and duety,to their generall great content, 
and the great aduancement of the Aftion. And 
whereas the Colony likewiſe-haue beene often 
Sutors ith effe&, to reduce into a compendious 
 andorderlyformein writing,the Lawes of Eng- 
land proper for the vic of that Plantation, with 
addition of ſuch other, as the nature. of rhe 
place, the nouitie of the Colony, and other im- 
portant circumſtances ſhould neceſſarily re- 
quire: a courle is likewiſe taken for the effeft- 
ing of this worke yet ſo as to ſubmit it firſt to 
his Maiefties view and approbation ; it being 
not fit that his Maicſties Subie&ts ſhould be go- 
nerned by any other Lawes,then ſuch as receiue 
the influence of their life from him, 

And now to cometo that which concerneth 
the Aduenturors in particular, by whoſe chare 
ges, care, and labour (next ynto his Maieſtics 
eſpeciall 
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efpeciall grace,) this famous Plantation hath 
not onely beene vndertaken, but through (6 
many difficulties vpheld and continued : wee 
ſhould be very greatly injurious to them, if we 
ſhould not acquaint them with this ſeaſonable 
time, for the reaping of that benefit and reward 
which is due vntothem. Wee therefore let them 
knowe, that in this laſt yeare now ended, there 
haus beene granted by the Company vnder 
their tegall Seale,eleuen ſcuerall Patents for par- 
ticular Plantationsz and more. are in hand to 
be paſſed this next Quarter-Court. It is not vn- 
probable, that vpon cach of theſe Patents, di- 
uers hundreds of perſons will ſoone Plant in 
Firginia: there hauing beene already tranſpor- 
ted vpon the firſt, aboue three hundred men, 
Theſe and other like Planters,hauing priority of 
time,will have priority alſo in choile of che Seat 
of their Plantations. Seeing therefore the onely 
matterof retribution tothe Aduenturors,is by a 
faire proportion of Land to them & their beires; 
namely of one hundred acres for every ſhare of 
twelue pounds and ten ſhillings, vpon a firſt di- 
uifion ; and as much more vpon a ſecond, the 
firſt being peopled ; with fiftie acres for cuery 
perſon, (to be doubled in like manner) whichar 
their owne charges they ſhall tranſport to inha- 
bir in Yirginia before the 2 4.day of 1une 1 62 5. 
it bee continue there _ yeares, either at one 
3 < 
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or ſeuerall times, or dye after he is ſhipped 
for that voyage: It ſtandeth them vpon, who 
are not willing to be the laft in the benefit to be 
partaked, notto be the leaſt in ſetting forth to 
the choiſe and peopling of their Land. Where- 
in what fauour or afhſtance may by vs be giuen 
them, they ſhall be well aflured of ir, in equall 
proportion with our ſelues , as their charges 
and long expeQance haue well deſcrued. And 
to the end that not onely the Aduenturors now 
lining, but the Heires alſo of the deceaſed, may 
take certaine notice of the ſeuerall proportions 
of Land,which ratably ro their Aduentures in 
mony aredue and belonging to them: And like- 
wile that Poſteritie may truely know, by whoſe 
charges this Plantation (next vnder his Mai» 
ſie) hath beene happily founded, maintained, 
and continued : Wee haue here, according to 
an Order of Court, ſet downein an Alphabe- 
ticall Table the names of all the Aduenturors, 
with all their ſeucrall ſums aduentured, Where- 
in if by error, or other miſ-accident, there haue 

wrong beene done to any man; if within one 
twelue moneth after the date hereof,he give no- 
ticeand make proofe thereof tothe Companies 

Auditors z hee ſhall be ſet right, and the Table
